Claims 40-45, 99-104, 153-158, 46-48, 105-107, 159-161 and 49, 108, 
162, drawn to a system and method for recording and playing back 
television program over remote access link, classified in class 725, 
subclass 55. 

IV. Claims 50-53, 109-1 12, 163-166, drawn to a system and method for 
remotely ordering pay per view programs with a local interactive television 
program guide via remote access link, classified in class 725, subclass 
104. 
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V. Claims 54-60, 113, 167, drawn to a system and method for providing user 
with remote access to function of an interactive program guide over and Internet link 
and remote access to a none program guide interactive television application over a 
remote access link, classified in class 725, subclass 51.
